No one has ever claim ed that H indenburg is a great statesm an. 
He is not an orator. 
He is not a clever politician. 
He is not apt, by a 
stroke of insight, to find a solution for G erm any’s problem s overnight. 
.H e is simply— H indenburg, a m an w ho can be relied upon, 
come what may, to be faithful to his duty. 
That, in the present crisis, 
is enough.

Writing in the Journal of Forestry, Congressm an Scott Leavitt 
of Montana appeals for a natonal survey to find out just w hat a vege­ 
tative cover on the drainage area of the nation’s streams could do to 
stop losses from floods and soil erosion. 
He has introduced in Con­ 
gress a bill providing for such a survey, and it deserves support. 
Deforested areas lose their soil much m ore rapidly than places 
where there is a good grow th of tim ber— which m eans a steady d e ­ 
pletion of our agricultural resources. 
Even m ore im portant, perhaps, 
is the fact that much m ore w a te r drains off of land from which trees 
have been removed. 
A thoroughgoing reforestration program in the 
Mississippi basin, for instance, w ould undoubtedly help cut dow n that 
river’s recurrent floods. 
It would be a good thing for the nation to find out just what 
needs to be done to rem edy this situation.
